Members of the accommo¬ 
dation review committee look¬ 
ing at the future of two Niagara- 
on-the-Lake elementary schools 
were told ideally they should 
narrow down eight options to 
one last week, but ended up 
with two remaining on the 
table. 

The four voting members of 
the accommodation review 
committee, one representing 
each of the school families and 
the other two from the commu¬ 
nity, weren't prepared to decide 
whether Parliament Oak should 
stay open or close. 

One remaining option sug¬ 
gests Parliament Oak should 
stay open, the other that it 
should close, both laying out 
conditions.

The option suggests new 
housing starts and new 
jobs in the area will help 
get class numbers up to250 
students, and cites die cur¬ 
rent Jr. Kindergarten class 
as an example, with about 
15 new students since 
September.

Ella Dick was passionate about teaching music to children 


Matriarch of 
Niagara Motors 
family left 
business to 
her husband and 
concentrated on 
passing on her love

There was always music 
every day in the Dick house¬ 
hold, remembers Dave Dick 
Jr.—his mother played the 
piano each and every day, 
sang, practised and learned 
new music throughout her 
life. 

Ella Dick died Sunday at 
the age of 83, surrounded by 
her family, who celebrated 
her upcoming 84th birthday, 
Christmas and her 63rd wed¬ 
ding anniversary with her. 

And they sang for her, 
with Ella mouthing the 
words. Although she became 
increasingly weak and had 


lost a lot of weight in recent 
months, she was still singing 
along with her family a week 
before succumbing to skin 
cancer, after a four-year bat¬ 
tle. But it was diagnosed as 
stage four melanoma, says 
Dave Jr., and although she 
stayed positive and never 
gave up fighting, it was a fight 
she couldn’t win. 

“It’s a good lesson to us 
all,” he said. “Get your skin 
checked. It’s so important to 
catch it early. Cancer really 
does touch everybody, 
doesn’t it?” 

His mother was tough, he 
said, as the result of a very 
difficult childhood. She was 
bom of immigrant parents 
who escaped Russia to come 
to Canada and settled in 

“They were formers, and 
farming was tough in the 
dirty 30s as they struggled 
with learning English and 
with the cold Alberta winters. 
It was a difficult life.” 

When she was a teenager, 
her family moved to Niagara, 
where she met her future 


husband, Dave Sr., singing in 
a church choir. 

Even before they were 
married, they made a record 
together, singing Mozart’s 
Hallelujah. “We still have the 
record. It’s very scratchy, but 
you can still hear it At the 
young age of 20, she had such 
a beautiftil, full voice.” 

Dave Sr. proposed to her 
in November, 1950, and they 
were married two weeks later 
to save money on taxes, says 
Dave Jr. In January, 1951, 
they spent their honeymoon 
in Florida, their first of what 
would be many trips south. 
Their final trip as a family 
was in October. 

Growing up, Dave Jr. says 
and his brothers and sisters 
were each encouraged to 
play an instrument and to 
sing, and family events, 
including road trips while on 
holiday, always included 

And as teenagers, if he 
and his brothers stayed out 
past curfew, his mother and 
father would start singing 
and playing the piano very 


loud, very early, so they 
couldn’t sleep in. 

While music was Ella’s 
passion, it was very closely 
entwined with her faith. 

She had a strong, child¬ 
like faith that she expressed 
through her music, said Dave 
Jr., and she felt it important 
that young people have the 
opportunity to learn—she 
believed learning music fos¬ 
tered creativity—so after 
earning a degree in music 
from the University of 
Toronto, she introduced sev¬ 
eral music programs, singing 
and handbelll choirs to the 

During a trip with Dave Sr. 
to Haiti, she was shocked by 
the poverty she saw and the 
conditions children were 
being raised in, and from 
then on, donations from 


Care and the children of 
Haiti. 

When the Queen Mother 
came to Niagara-on-the- 
Lake, Ella performed for her 
at Fort George. 


Following that, she was 
invited to London, England, 
where her choir performed 
in Westminster Abbey. 

She performed often, with 
several different choirs, all 
over the world, but to her it 
wasn't performing, it was 
worshipping, said Dave Jr. 

“She was so strong. She 
was the glue that held us 
together, and she did so 
much for the community. 
That was her life, based on a 
very simple principle. She 
believed there was a right 
way to do things, and that’s 
what she did. She was so pas¬ 
sionate, always for a higher 
purpose.” 

There will be a huge vacu¬ 
um left by her passing he 
said. 

"She was a great mother, 
always so positive, so encour¬ 
aging. We’re going to miss 
her as a mother, we’re going 
to miss her leadership and 
her music. It’s going to be 
tough without her." 

A funeral service is being 
held at Bethany Mennonite 
Church at the comer of Four

It’s been five years 
since the extensive resto¬ 
ration to 184 Queen St. 
began, and it's now ready 
to be viewed by the pub¬ 
lic. 


Wellbrook, a historic 
Tudor Revival home built 
in 1914, is one of six 
homes to be decorated 
for the holidays for the 
15th annual Niagara-on- 
the-Lake Rotary House 
Tour. 

“The house has been 
restored with incredible 
taste, and we will be real¬ 
ly respectful of the house 
and will decorate in keep¬ 
ing with renovations and 
the period of the home,” 
says Mori Garden Centre 
decorator Pippa de 
Leonardis. 


There will be at least 
two Christmas trees 
inside the house, and the 
magnolia tree on the front 
lawn will be lit up with 
grapevine balls, she says. 

Three fireplace man¬ 
tles will all receive differ¬ 
ent treatments, but 
colours overall will be 
kept light and soft, in 
keeping with the colour 
schemes of the interior of 
the house. 

For instance, the solar¬ 
ium is bright, with a lot of 
white, so many of the 
decorations will be white. 
The white and yellow din¬ 
ing room will receive a 
champagne and silver 
colour theme for its deco¬ 
rations, she says. 

And the living room, 
also bright and light with 


lots of windows, will also 
be decorated in soft, light 
colours. 

A beautiful wood ban¬

Randwood Estate. 

The home was com¬ 
pletely renovated in 1996, 
with the feel and look of a 
French chalet. 

RiverBrinkArt Museum 
in Queenston will be open 
for the tour, as will 
McFarland House, one of 
the only structures to sur¬ 
vive the burning of the 
town in 1813.

Vitamin C: What you may not know about its multiple benefits 


Vitamin can be 
credited with 
many amazing 
properties, from 
neutralizing snake 
bites to fighting 
wrinkles 

Vitamin C has many 
amazing virtues. 

Years ago, on long sea 
voyages up to 90% of sail¬ 
ors died from scurvy due 
to a lack of fruit and its 
vitamin C content. This 
vitamin is needed for the 
production of collagen, 
the glue that holds cells 
together. Without C the 
body disintegrates, blood 
vessels rupture causing 
massive hemorrhage and 
death. 

Just 10 mgs of C pre¬ 
vents scurvy. But we need 
several thousand daily for 
other medical problems.

For instance, millions of 
North Americans suffer 
from osteoarthritis. 
Without sufficient vitamin 
C to produce collagen, a 
major component of carti¬ 
lage, bone eventually 
grinds on bone. There 
would be fewer joint 
replacements if more vita¬ 
min C were available to 
produce healthy collagen. 

Rheumatoid arthritis, 
the inflammatory type, 
also requires large doses 


of vitamin C. Every 
moment of the day our 
bodies are using oxygen to 
keep us alive. 

But oxidation results in 
metabolic ash, known as 
free radicals, which are 
believed to trigger an 
inflammatory reaction in 
joints. Vitamin C is a pow¬ 
erful antioxidant that 
helps to reduce damaging 
free-radicals. 

Today billions of dol¬ 
lars are spent annually in 
North America on cataract 
surgery. The development 
of cataracts is a major 
degenerative disease and 
an aging population will 
require more of this sur¬ 
gery. Studies show vitamin 
C can slow down the pro¬ 
gression of cataracts. 

The National Institute 
of Health reports that 
macular degeneration, a 
major cause of blindness, 
is a nutritional responsive 


disorder. Its study showed 
that vitamin C taken along 
with vitamin E, beta-caro¬ 
tene and zinc could also 
slow down the progres¬ 
sion of this disabling dis¬ 
ease. 

Vitamin C fights what 
I’ve called generalized 
ascorbic acid deficiency 
disease by decreasing the 
risk of atherosclerosis, 
(hardening of arteries). 

Every year in this coun¬ 
try there are leg amputa¬ 
tions due to a lack of blood 
supply causing gangrene 
of one or both extremities. 
Others lose eyesight from 
a blood clot in die oph¬ 
thalmic artery. 

The list of health bene¬ 
fits of vitamin C goes on 
and on. Dr. Robert F. 
Cathart, an expert on 
orthomolecular medicine, 
says people with asthma 
have low blood concentra¬ 
tions of vitamin C. 


He adds that a child 
having regular asthmatic 
attacks following exercise 
is usually relieved by high 
doses of vitamin C. 

Here is a surprising fact 
I wish I had known when I 
developed poliomyelitis 
during my final year at The 
Harvard Medical School. 
Unknown to my eminent 
professors. Dr. Frederick 
R. Klenner, a North 
Carolina physician, treat¬ 
ed 60 patients suffering 
from this disease with 
massive intravenous doses 
of vitamin C. None suf¬ 
fered paralysis. 

Klenner also discov¬ 
ered that large doses of 
vitamin C could cure viral 
pneumonia, hepatitis, 
chicken pox, measles, 
mononucleosis, pancrea¬ 
titis, lockjaw, cystitis and 
poison ivy. 

Vitamin C works by 
neutralizing viral toxins 


and stops the formation of 
new viral units. 

Or as Dr. Klenner wrote, 
“Unless our white blood 
cells are saturated with 
vitamin C, they are like 
soldiers without bullets." 

I ended a recent talk by 
stressing that C is an amaz¬ 
ing vitamin since it cures 
so many diverse problems. 
This vitamin bolsters the 
immune system and 
decreases the risk of shin¬ 
gles, promotes healthy 
gums, guards against mer¬ 
cury and lead toxicity, 
decreases wrinkles and 
even neutralizes the 
venom of rattlesnakes 

I find it tragic that 99.9% 
of doctors are unaware of 
the many medical benefits 
of vitamin C which could 
prevent many catastro-

There has been some 
interest in growing pot as 


a legal commercial busi¬ 
ness in Niagara-on-the- 
Lake, but will there be 
successful applicants? 

One local greenhouse 
operator told the Advance 
he looked into the possi¬ 
bility, but discovered the 
Health Canada regula¬ 
tions are too stringent— 
his location wouldn’t fit 
their requirements. But 


it’s an attractive option, 
he added, with a possibil¬ 
ity of making a lot of 
money without needing a 
lot of greenhouse space. 

Town planning direc¬ 
tor John Henricks also 
says he has had enquiries 
from interested green¬ 
house operators, but 
nobody has followed 
through and notified the 


municipality that they 
have begun the applica¬ 
tion process. 

Before submitting an 
application to Health 
Canada for a producer's 
licence, the applicant 
must provide written 
notice to the municipali¬ 
ty, fire department and 
police force in their 
municipality. 


They must also notify 
the same authorities 
within 30 days if they are 
issued a licence, legisla- 

The Town hasn’t 
received any such notice, 
and although the Niagara 
Regional Police says it has 
received notices of appli¬ 
cations, there have been 
no notifications of licenc¬ 


es issued. 

New Health Canada 
regulations coming into 
effect April 1 will force 
medicinal marijuana to 
be grown in approved 
commercial sites rather 
than in approved residen¬ 
tial homes.

circumstances,” consul¬ 
tants Hath Mott 
MacDonald reported. 

"It should be noted 
that the town does not 
currently have a collision 
problem." 

The consultants 
advised that with the 
recent changes to pro¬ 
vincial legislation for all 
urban and rural roads, 
the town must amend its 
bylaws and install speed 
limit signs. Otherwise, 
there would be a statuto¬ 
ry speed limit of 50 km/h. 
where there are no signs. 

Several Line 9 resi¬ 
dents came to council 
last January requesting a 
speed limit of 50 km/h. 
Councillors approved a 
temporary 60km/h speed 
limit for the stretch of 
Line 9 between 
Concession 1 and Four 
Mile Creek Rd. 

Council agreed 
Monday with the consul¬ 
tants’ recommendation 
that the current speed 
limit remain for now. 
Line 9 will be the first 
rural road to be studied 
by the town for a speed 
survey and traffic count 
next summer. 

A total of $48,000 will 
be added to the 2104 
budget to replace current 
speed limit signs and 

rural areas. A bylaw also 
needs to be approved 
before the new speed 
limits take effect.

There will be 130 new 
signs posted on rural 
roads next spring to 
advise motorists of speed 
limits ranging from 80 
km/h to 50 km/h. 

Council received a 
final report from consul¬ 
tants Monday on their 
speed limit investigation 
of rural roads. 

The report concluded 
that most of the roads 
functioned well at a 
speed limit of 80 km/h, 
but it recommended 


lower speed limits for 
nine stretches of roads. 

There is confusion 
about the speed limit on 
many roads, as there are 
no signs posted. Under 
the provincial Highway 
Traffic Act, the speed 
limit on unposted roads 
in a municipality is 50 
km/h. However, the 
town’s bylaw states that 
the speed limit is 80 km/h 
on rural roads where 
there are no signs. 

“Clearly, a 50 km/h 
statutory speed limit on 
the unsigned portions of 
the town’s rural road net¬ 
work is inappropriate to

News of matching funds 
from the federal govern¬ 
ment and and also from a 
FaithLife Financial, a not- 
for-profit Christian- 
focused insurance compa¬ 
ny, made him want to jump 
at the chance to help, 
knowing that whatever he 
can raise will be doubled.

“They’re wonderful 
people, and they were 
happy to help out,” says 
Ritter. 

The church will cover 
the cost of the food, so 
there will be no charge for 
the Philippines Relief 
Breakfast at Trinity on 
Saturday, Nov. 30. Drop in 
any time between 8 a.m. to 
9:30 a.m., Ritter says. 

“It’s the best we can do, 
the next best thing to going 
there. In our church these 
are our works of mercy. We 
believe it’s our calling as 
Christians to help people 
everywhere, whatever their 


background, whatever 
their need might be.” 

A breakfast of pancakes, 
scrambled eggs, and sau¬ 
sage will be provided by 
PigOut Roasters, with any 
donations received going 
to Canadian Lutheran 
World Relief for the 
Philippines. 

The organization, says 
Ritter, is one with low 
administration costs and a 
good record of getting 
money where it needs to 
go. “It doesn't advertise, 
it’s an in-house effort," he 
says, which means it goes 
quietly but efficiently about 
its business of providing 
relief where needed.

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How to avoid deteriorating health leading to involuntary separation 


I was visiting with Mends 
at a long-term care home 
when there was a burst of 
emotion which surprised 

“I don’t care what the 
government says, we’re still 
married!” Hearing this from 
a woman who has been 
married for more than 60 
years raised my curiosity. 
Unfortunately I’ve heard 
this from others couples 
who have lived together for 
50 or 60 years and have seen 
more than their share of 
changes in life. 

When one spouse 
requires more care than the 
other can physically pro¬ 
vide, there is typically little 
left in the emotional 
reserves. I hesitate to use 



the word “crisis” yet it is just 

The presenting crisis is 
not that one spouse needs 
assistance. The crisis is that 
when a couple have lived 
together and depended 
upon each other for a life 


time, and they get to the 
point where the only solu¬ 
tion is for them to be sepa¬ 
rated becaise one spouse 
needs long-term care— 
that’s a crisis.

care includes a bureaucratic 
mountain of paperwork. 
Administrators are a great 
help. On the landscape of 
this mountain is a govern¬ 
ment form called “Statutory 
Declaration - Separation of 
Legal Spouses or Common- 
law Partners.” The tide of 
this form has caused anguish 
for some couples. 

I have to admit if I were 
emotionally stressed out 
over the future care of my 
spouse, and shown this 
form, I'd have my hackles 
up. 

For couples married for 
years the words “Separation 
of Legal Spouses" is para¬ 
mount to treason. Or as I’ve 
heard the defiance, "I won’t 
break the promise I made 
when I got married.” Seems 
to me the wording on this 
form could be changed so as 
to avoid this emotional 
bombshell. 

Unfortunately what hap¬ 
pens in a few situations is 
that during the admission 


process the emotional vul¬ 
nerability is such that cou¬ 
ples often don’t hear the 
explanation from adminis¬ 
trators that this is “a tax ben¬ 
efit” and has nothing to do 
with marital status. 

As I asked around, I 
found out that Canada is 
one of few, if not the only 
country, to allow couples 
who are involuntarily sepa¬ 
rated to also separate their 
finances for income tax pur¬ 
poses. This allows income- 
splittin 

so that couples in need 
become eligible for tax ben¬ 
efits and support because of 
the need for long-term care. 

To my more senior 
Mends I say the way to 
reduce the possibility of this 
situation occurring is to seek 
support before it’s absolute¬ 
ly needed. 

Couples need to be pro¬ 
active in seeking assistance 
over a period of time (take a 
hint folks). Situations of 
need become a crisis when

When an immediate 
need results in no available 
bed nearby the result may 
force a separation to be a 
location some distance from 
the couple’s present home. 
For example, a spouse in 
Niagara-on-the-Lake who 
needs immediate long-term 
care may find themselves 
located in Fort Erie or 
Grimsby. 

It is not unusual for the 
healthier spouse to be 
unable to drive this distance 
in order to visit. This com¬ 
pounds the crisis. They are 
physically separated at the 
time when they need each 
other the most. 

No matter how you look 
at it involuntary separation 
hurts. And the best way to 
prevent it is to be proactive 
by making changes before a

Debt loads have now 
stretched beyond 1995 lev¬ 
els when the PCs took the 
reigns from the Bob Rae 
and the Liberals, he said. 

“In 10 years, Dalton 
McGuinty, Premier 
Kathleen Wynne and NDP 
Leader Andrea Horwath 
have doubled the prov¬ 
ince’s debt, of which $11 
billion per year is spent on 
interest. 

“I never thought I would 
see this again,” Maves said. 
“We can make Ontario 
prosper again, however we 
have a lot of hard work 
ahead of us.” 

If the province doesn’t 
balance the books, it could 
be a potential Detroit situ¬ 
ation, Hudak added. 

Even the essential safety 
services such as policing 
and fire protection fall 
under the category of fiscal 
management, and funding 
should reflect the local 
municipality’s ability to 
pay. 

"We can’t force 
Mississauga and Toronto 
solutions on Niagara. It 
just doesn’t make sense,” 
he said, for services that 
require arbitration to settle 
salaries. 

Former NOTL council¬ 
lor Austin Kirkby present¬ 
ed to Hudak the dispro¬ 
portionate cost of of polic¬ 
ing to NOTL, as dictated by 
the province. 

In 2011 NOTL, which 
accounts for only 3.6% of 
the regional population, 
was contributing $8.3 mil¬ 
lion, or 7% of the police 
budget. 

That figure represents 
$900,000 more than the 
total town’s tax levy, she 

Kirkby questioned 
whether Hudak would 
advocate a revamped 
funding ratio that was 
more equitable for NOTL, 
allowing more money to 
be diverted to other need¬ 
ed services and facilities. 

Hudak said he was 


unaware of the inequity 
and promised to do more 
research at the provincial 
level.
